Thefe, Mr. Addijon has fomewhere 
obferv’d, are abundantly capable of 
Fable and Defign, and to our ‘mo- 
dern Poets are no lefs:full of Moral. 
Thofe that have not Jta/ian Fancy 
for fine Profpects and latent Ruins, A 
may by this Means perpetuate their 
Names (like the wifer Dutch) in fome 
over glowing Night-Piece; . I my- 
felf, methinks, am enamour'd with 
my Subjeét, and ready with Sir ‘Fobn 
Denham to make it an Example of 
juft Writing, as well as the Theme: B 
For lo my Chimney affords me 


A happy temperature of beat and light, 
Warm without rage, and without glaring bright. 





But I confine not my Obfervations 
to the Poets alone; 1 appeal to Com- 
pofers of all Denominations, whe- _ 
ther a brisk Fire and a clean fwept © 
Hearth, has not brighten’d their 
Imaginations, produced Ideas, like 
a Kind of Hot-bed, and made them 
amaz'd at their own Fecundity. 

’Tis farther obfervable, in Confir- 
mation of my Hypothefis, that the 
Prefs labours moft with the Produc- 
tion of the Brain in the Winter Sea- 
fon, which feems to be the Seed-time 
of Wit, and at once (fo quick is its 
Growth) the Harvelt of it. 

The robult, the bufy or unthink- 
ing Part of the World, perhaps are 
little fenfible of the Attraétives of © 
the Hearth; but the Men of Specu- 
lation, the only Men of Authority 
in the Point before us, look upon it 
as their moft comfortable Retreat: 
Wearied with the Fatigues, or, what 
is worfe, the Impertinences of the 
Day, they retire to their own home, F 
as the Mind does into her own Breaft, 
and folace themfelves in the moft 
chearful Part of it. Difguife and 
Reftraint are here laid afide, and the 
Soul as well as the Body appears the 
more beautiful for its Dithabille. 
That Quinteflence of earthly Hap- G 
pinefs, which in warmer Climates 
was exprefs’d by fitting under one’s 
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felt by one’s own Fire-fide. 


The Romans, tho’ they. teceiv'd 
lefs Benefit from culinary Fire than 
we do, yet paid to it the greateft 
Veneration; they had not only a 
publick ‘Temple dedicated to the 
Goddefs of it, but the Hearth in 
each Houfe was peculiarly facred to 
the Penates. Our old Women retain 
ftill fome, Marks of that Sypertfi- 
tion; who read the Fates of Families 
from a Coal, and fee a Coffin or 
Purfe jump out juft as their Fears or 
their Hopes are uppermoft; all 
which, tho’ it fhews the Weaknels 
of their Brain, yet proves how much 
adapted the Fire-fide is to promote 
Contemplation. 

But the Fire is not only a Friend 
to us in Solitude, it is noted toa 
Proverb to be always fo in Company; 
it brings us to a nearer Converle 
with one another, by which Means 
it promotes Reconcilement between 
Enemies, and Mirth and Society be: 
tween Friends. There’s a Sort of 
Sullennefs in the ‘Tempers, of the 


D Englif, which the Fire foftens as it 


does Metals, and renders them fit for 
Ufe. How often has there: been 4 
Room fall of Vifitants, who coud 
not furnifh out an Hour’s Converla- 
tion, for no other Reafon but becauie 
they were at too great a Diftance 
from one another? The fame Affem- 
bly brought into clofer Order has 
prov’d wonderful good Company; 
has reminded me of the Dogs in 4 
Chace (I hope I fhall be pardon’d my 
Comparifon) who open with leis 
Frequency when they fpread round 
the Field at firft fetting out, but when 
the Game is ftarted, and they have 
all one Point in View, they run U- 
nited in full Cry. While I am 
fpeaking in Praife of a fedentary Life, 
1 am not afraid to draw Comparifons 
from the Pleafures of the moft active: 
Our Fire-fide difpels no Jefe the 
Gloominefs of the Brow, and throws 
upon the Countenance not only the 


own Vine, is with us more fenfibly glowing Ruddinefs of Youth, but its

Chearfulnefs. © Here I have feen a 
gay Semicircle of Ladies refemble 
the Beauties of the Rainbow without 
its Tears ; and at other Times a Ga- 
laxy of white Aprons more enliven- 
ing than all the Blue in the brighteft 
Sky.

F we look back to thofe Times, © 

when’ the Duke of Anjou, a 
Grandfon of France, afcended the 
Throne of Speie-and the Indies, by 
the famous Wil of Cardinal Porsocar- 


vero, upon the Death of Chardes II, 
the Grand Monarch, Lewis, was-in his 
full Zenith of-Glory. The unrivaled 


March. (as it was juftly ftiled) ,of. the 


Duke of Marlborough from the Mo- 
elle to the Danube, was generally re- 
garded. in Burope as the lait, Effore 
that could poflibly be made, The 
EleG@or of Bavaria had joined the 
French, and féized upon. the Cities 
of Augshured, Ulm, and even Rati/- 
bon itfeli, the Rendezvous of the Ja- 
perial Dyet, aud threatened the Ca- 
pital of the Empire witha Siege. 
The Village of Bienbeim is,in the 
very Centre of all Germany, and the 


Vitory the Duke of Marlborgugh ob- F 


tained upon the Banks of the Da- 
wube,. faved the Houle of Aufria 
from immediate Defiruction, which 
occafioned the foliowing Dittich;

The Protefkang: Suc- 
cefon, ‘upon which thofe Liberties 
depended, had not then taken,Place, 
and the Depreflion of France was 
efteemed -alike by Friends.and. Foes, 
as the only effectual Expedient tha 


D could: be thought of to fecure.the 


Inveftiture, of that Succeffion to. the 
Royal Line of Brun/wick, becaufe no 
other Power but France could-poli- 
bly defeat it, and her Engagements 
were fufficiently known. 2 


The Spirit of the Whigs. beat high 


E for Glory, -and for Liberty ;. they 


carried on the War with Vigour and 
Chearfulnefs; their Demand was un- 
queitionably well-grounded, and the 
Court of France muft certainly have 
complied therewith, if the Duke of 
Marloorough_ had been fuffered to go 
on one Campaign longer: Then the 
Peace of Eyrope had been. fixed upon 
a lafting Foundation indeed, anduthe 
towering Projects of the Houle of 
Bourbon would have infefted the 
World no -more.

1. The Eleétorate of Bavaria 
might have been left in the Hands of 
the Emperor, that Eleétor being to- 
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think, Sir, of negotiating an Ex- 
change with the Elector ot Bavaria, 
and of giving him Mantua, Milan, 
Parma and Placentia, in Lieu of his 
Eleétorate (to be fettled upon the 
Duke of Lorain) and the Datchy of 
Tujcany, after the Death of the grand 
Duke, upon whofe Demife the Dutch- 
ies of Mantua and Milan, fhould re- 
vert to the Emperor; or otherwile 
that the King of Sardinia fhould 
have Milan, Parma, Placentia and 
Tujcany, in Lieu of the Dutchies of 


tilly difpoffeffed of his Country by B Savoy and. Piedmont. 


the Battle of Hochfat. This would 
have greatly contributed to the Se- 
curity of the Peace of Chrifendom, 
in Regard that Prince, by the Situa- 
tion of his Country, lies under great 
Temptations of joining with the 


French, and thereby proves a very © 


dangerous Member of the Germanic 
Body. 

2. The Duke of Savcy might have 
been induced to make a Bargain with 
the Emperor, and to exchange his 
Dutchies of Savoy and Piedmont, for 
the Kingdoms of Naples and Sicily, 
Which would have been more than 
an Equivalent, and alfo more conve- 
niently fituated for both Parties. 

Thus the Keys of France and of 
I’aly would have been put into fafe 
Hands, the Emperor could not then 
have been furprized by an unexpeét- 
ec Invafion, nor would the Princes 
of the Houfe of Savoy be obliged, at 
tvery Turn, to enter into a War, 
Whenever France and the Emperor

but has even found its Way into the 
Cabinets of Princes; in both which 
Cafes it fuggefts Refle&tions ‘to thofe

The Looking-Glafs, which for 
many Ages was the Mimifter and 
Counfellor of the Fair Sex; has now 
greatly extended its Jurifdi&ion ; 
every Body knows that that Glafs is 
back'd with Quickfilver, to hinder it 
from being diaphanous; fo that it 
llops the Beholder, and prefents him 
‘gain to himielf. Here his Views 
center all in himfelf, and dear felf 
dione is the Objeét of his Contem- 
Pation. This Kind of Glafs I am af- 

lured isnow the moft common of any, 
naa among People of Diftince 
2, infomuch that Nine in Ten of

The Microfcope or Magnifying 
Glafs is an Engine of dangerous 
Confequence, tho’ much in Vogue;

mity, and even deforms the Beauties 

B of Nature. When the fineft Hair 
appears like a Tree, and the finett 
Pore like an Abyfs, what difagreea- 
ble Reprefentations may it éxhibit, 
and what fatal Miftakes may it mutu- 
ally occafion between the two Sexes. 
Nature has form’d all Obje&s for that 
Point of View in which they appear 
to the naked Eye, their Perfection 
leffens in Proportion, as they leave 
that Point, and many a Venus would 
ceafe to appear one, even to her 
Lover, were fhe, by the Help of a 
Microfcope, to be view’d in the am- 

D bient Cloud of her infenfible Perfpi- 
ration. I bar Mrs. Osdorne’s return- 
ing my Microfcope upon me, fince 
I leave her in quiet Pofiefion of the 
Speétacles, and even of the Reading 
Glaffes, if fhe can make ufe of them. 

There is another kind of Glafs 

E now in great Ufe, whichis the ob- 
lique Glafs, whofe Tube: levell’d: in 
a {trait Line at one Objeét, receives 
another in at the Side, fo that the 
Beholder feems to be looking at one 
Perfon, while another intirely in- 
grofies his Attention.

Proofs it appears, that not only the 
Law of Nature, but the Law of Chrift 
entitles us to the Proteétion of So- 
ciety; and itis a monftrous Oppref- 
fion of us Fews, that we fuffer any 
Ufage from Chriffians which is re- 
pugnant to Chrifftianity itfelf. If all 


the Evangeliffs and Apoftles prove the Cc 


Perfecutions and Penal Laws which 
we labour under to be oppofite to 
the Intentions of Fe/us Chrift: If all 
the different Se@s in the Chriffign 
Religion maintain, that Perfecution 
for religious Opinions is contrary to 
the Law of God, and to the Order of 
Nature What Argument can be of- 
fer'd to exempt us from any Indul- 
Sence which can be allowed to our 
Brethren of the Difénting Perfuafions ? 
And yet it hath happen’d, as much 

{0 our Amazement as Indignation, 
fince the Debates concerning the 
Sacramental Tet have been revived, 
that, having applied ourfelves to cer- 
tain Reo. Paffors of Diffenting Con- 
fregations, offering our friendly Af- 
Hance to them in the Profecution of 
their Defign, affuring them of our 
fire to remove thefe unjuft Re- 
fraints on the natural Rights of Man- 
kind, and propofing to join with 
‘nem in their Petition to the King’s 
Mop Excellent Majefty, and to both 
Houses of Parliament, they have ut- 
terly refuled to countenance or to 


Soncur with us; they have found out 
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lay hold of bus by coming over to their 
Faith: And in fhort, have flatly 
told us, that none but Chriftians 
ought to be capable of Employ- 
ments in a Chriftian Country. So

WEDNESDAY, 14. 

Andrew Wilfon, condemn’d for robbing 
Colle&tor Stark, was executed at Edinburgh, 
attended with numerous Guards to prevent a 
Refcue, which was apprehended; but tho’ 
nothing of that Kind was attempted, Capt. 
Porteous the Commander of the City-Guard, 
on a Parcel of Boys throwing Stones at the 
Executioner as he was cutting him down, as 
is wfual at Executions, fired among the Peo- 
ple, as did alfo his Guard, after his Example, 
and about 20 Perfons were unhappily kill’d or 
wounded. The Captain and others guilty of 
this rath and barbarous Aétion, are committed 
to Prifon, to anfwer for it according to Law. 
Afterwards it was added, according to a Paper 
publith’d by the Magiftrates, that the Cap- 
tain fir’d fir&, and then ofder’d his Guard to 
fire, making ufe of thefe Words, Fire! Bou- 
gars, and be damn'd! Without the leaft Or- 
ders from the Magiftrates who attended, and 
were themfelves in Danger of being kill'd, a 
Ball having graz’d on the Side of the Window 
up Stairs, where they food. 

About this Time we had the following odd 
Account: That in the Parith of Collingbours 
King fton, in Wikpbire, one Fobn Dean, a Lu- 
natick, has ftood upwards of 3 Years leaning 
in a Partition Wall between two Chambers, 
At firft he flood with his Head agzint the 
Wall, till by Degrees he penetrated a Hole ia 
it, thro’ which he got his Head aad Shoul- 
ders, fo that he now refteth his Breaft a 4 
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Joift in the Wall. He eats pretty hearty, and 
as always craving for Vidtuals; his Excrements 
coming from him as he ftands. Sometimes he 
will talk pretty fenfibly, at other Times very 
rambling, curfing and {wearing. If any per- 
fuade him to move himéelf out of this Pofture, 
he fays that he is obliged to ftand there ; and 
that he is fenfible "tis very amazing, but he 
cannot be eafy in any other Condition ; that he 
is certain that fome evil Perfon has got too 
much Influence over him, and that he is be- 
witched. If any one pretend to get him out 
of the Place by Violence, it makes him al- 
moft raving mad. 
THURSDAY, I5. 

The Anniverfary of the Birth-Day of his 
Royal Highnefs the Duke of Cumber/and was 
celebrated, when he enter’d into the 16th 
Year of his Age. 

About this Time, Sir Edw. Stanley, Bart. 
Knight of the Shire for the County of Lan- 
cafier, took the Oaths and his Seat in the 
Houfe of Peers, as Earl of Derby, in the 
room of the Right Hon. James Stanley, the 
late Earl. (See p. 99.) 

At the Affizes at Nottingham, 3 Men re- 
ceived Sentence of Death, one for Houfe- 
breaking, and two for Horfe-ftealing. At 
Shrewfbury 2 were condemn'd, one for fteal- 
ing a Mare, and the other for murdering the 
Wife and Child of Arthur Elis of Felton, 
At Fxeter 3 were capically conviéted, for the 
Highway, Houfe-bresking, Sc. At Taunton, 
one for Murder, two for Horfe-flealing, and 
one for Houfe-breaking, receiv'd Sentence of 
Death ; only the firft was executed... At Yore 
4 Men, all Horfe-ftealers, were condemn'd, 
and 8 order'd for Tranfportation. At Wor- 
eefter 3 Men receiv'’d Sentence of Death for 
evtting down Turnpikes. 

At Maidfione, 4 Perfons were executed; 
one for Houfe-bresking, two for the High- 
way, and oné for Horfe-ftealing. Of the 
two for the Highway, one Fi2, own'd he 
was not in want when he robbed, but faid he 
ws fated for the Gallows, where fome of his 
Relations had dy’d before him. 

obn Brit was executed at Melton in Suffilt, 
for the Murder of his Wife; being mghly 
provoked by her Tongue, as all his Neigh- 
bours agreed, he beat her fo immoderately in 
his Paffion, that the died in two or three 
Days. He buried her ina little Time, but 
Notice having been taken by fome of the 
Neighbours how he had beaten her, it began 
to be talked abroad, And in a Day of two 
after Burial the Corple was taken up, and 
viewed by the Surgeons, who d-c!ared the died 
of the Bruifes. He owned he killed her, 
for which he exprefied great Sorrow, ¢nd 
much lamented his giving way to Pafiion, 
whch he earneftly entreated all that a:tended 
his Execution casefully to guard againit, 


SUNDAY, 25. 

This Day in the Afternoon, her Highne’ 
Aagufia, Princels of Saxe.Gotba, arriv'’d . 
the William and Mary Yache a Greenwich, 
and was conducted by Lord Delawar to his 
Majefty’s Palace there. In the Evening the 
Prince of Wales went to pay her a V'fit, and 
ftaid feveral Hours. The next Day he din'd 
with her at Greenwich, where the Crowd of
